DISH Operating L.L.C. requests special temporary authority for a period of 60 days to conduct in-orbit testing of the EchoStar 18 satellite once it
arrives at the 137.75° W.L. orbital location. In-orbit testing will be conducted using the 12.2-12.7 GHz (space-to-Earth) and 17.3-17.8 GHz
(Earth-to-space) frequency bands, and upon completion EchoStar 18 will move to its assigned orbital location at 109.9° W.L.
